If the 
same proportion failed to hold in 
the daily ‘papers at least it is to be 


- noted that few Saturday or Sun- 


day-editions of metropolitan jour- 
nals contained less than one page, 
most of them two pages and 
many of them four pages of such 
advertisements. 

In fact, bicycle advertising was 
in those days the greatest in vol- 
ume devoted to the exploitation 
of any single manufactured arti- 
cle. Col, Pope, you know, at that 
time claimed that in his exploita- 
tion of Columbia bicycles he was 
the biggest single advertiser in 
the world. 

With the formation of the trust, 
however, the advertisements of 
these twenty, thirty or forty mak- 
ers were reduced to the single ad- 
vertisement of the American Bi- 
cycle Company, and the various 
makes, in exploiting whose names 
millions had, been spent, lost their 
individuality. Not only did bicy- 
cle advertising comparatively dis- 
appear from the face of nature, 


“but from magazine and newspa- 


per pages as well. Daily paper 
publishers could no longer afford 
to employ bicycle editors or de- 
vote page after page of space to 
bicycle booming. 

More: than all, however, the 
twenty, thirty or forty eloquent 
advertising orators, figuratively, 
ceased their sermons from the 
housetops and left it to one unop- 
posed preacher to do all the mis- 
sionary work. Instead of the gos- 
pel of the bicycle being placed be- 
fore the eye at every turn of life, 
there was but one man left—the 
American Bicycle Company’s ad. 
writer—to do the placarding. In 
a word, the goose that had laid 
the golden eggs finally died of 
starvation.

Tribble Declines to Ap- 


point Representative. 


Nomination of a Congressman 
in the Eighth District Is Still 
Thing of the. Future ---- The 
Convention Will Not Meet 
Today. 


Athens, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
The congressional] contest tangle re- 
mains untangled with no probability 
of being solved for some time to come. 
This morning promptly at 10 o'clock in 
Elberton Congressman Howard's at- 
torneys, Judge Cobb, of this city; 
Judge E. H. Callaway, of Augusta; 
Colonel T. J. Shackelford, of Athens, 
and Colonej Proffitt, of Elberton, met 
for the purpose of entering into the 
investigation of the election held in 
Elbert county, the county which is be- 
ing contested. Congressman Howard 
selected Mr. McAlpin Arnold as a 
commissioner to represent him in the 
matter in pursuance of the résolution 
unanimously adopted by the~ district 
executive committee here Saturday. Mr. 
Arnold immediately notified Mr. Trib- 
ble, who is in Elberton, of the action 
of Mr. Howard, and notified him that 
he was ready to begin the investiga- 
tion, asking if Mr. Tribble had named 
his commissioner. Mr. Tribble replied: 

“For reasons entirely satisfactory to 
myself I decline to appoint a commis- 
sioner as indicated in your letter to 
me of this date. At the proper time lI 
shall give my reasons for thus acting 
and I trust they will meet the approval 
of all fair-minded people.” 


Repudiated Attorneys. 


Colonel T. W. Rucker, of Atlanta, 
and Judge H. 8S. West, of this city,| 
were employed: by Judge Worley, of 
Elberton, to represent Mr. Tribble in 
the contest he filed first. In that con- 
test the matter was referred formality 
to the executive committee. Con- 
gressman Howard, through his attor- 
ney, after the new returns had tome in 
for Elbert, filed a contest, referring 
it also to the same authority. The 
committee was called to meet, and 
after a consultation and agreement be- 
tween the attorneys of Mr. Tribble and: 
the counse] of Mr. Howard, the resolu- 
tion was passed to the effect that 
each candidate should name 4 com- 
missioner, and that these two commis- 
sioners should go to Elbert, the con- 
tested county, and this morning begin 
the work of taking testimony, their 
findings to be reported for action to 
the committee, which is called to meet 
here again next Saturday. After the 
agreement and the resolution had been 
passed, Mr. Tribble, in answer to an 
inquiry as to whom he would appoint, 
repudiated the action of his attorneys 
locally representing him here—Judge 
West and Colonel Rucker—stating that 
he had no notice and that “his at- 
torney, Judge Worley, had not been 
present,” and he declined to name any 
representatives. He gave as’ his rea- 
sons that he believed that the contest 
was a@ matter for the cenvention and 
not for the committee. 

The District Convention. 

The district congressional conven- 
tion was to have met tomorrow. Upon 
the meeting Saturday last of the ex- 
ecutive committtee it was tacitly un- 
derstood that the convention will not 
meet now till after next Saturday, 
when the committee is called to meet 
again to receive the report of the 
commissioners for each candidate. 
Whether the committee will settle the 
matter next Saturday or call the con- 
vention to decide it.is uncertain. If 
the convention is called there will be, 
leaving out the four contested votes 
of Elbert county, twelve votes eakh 
for Mr. Howard and Mr. Tribble. In 
a@ vote to seat the Elbert delegation, 
without further positive developments, 
the Howard delegates would line up 
against seating them; the Tribble men 
would as certainly line up to seat 
and the convention would be tied. 

Candidates in Elberton. 

Elberton, Ga., August 30.—(Special.) 
The congressional contest in the eighth 
district between W. M. Howard and 
Colonel S. J. Tribble seems no nearer 
a solution today. Both candidates‘fnd 
their attorneys are in Elberton. he 
clerk of the superior court is care- 
fully guarding the election returns. 

This morning the Howard side se- 
lected McAlpin Arnold, of Elbert coun- 
ty, to represent Congressman Howard 
In the commission authorized last Sat- 
urday by the committee at Athens to 
canvass the Elbert vote. Mr. Arnold 
at omce advised Mr. Tribble of his ap- 
pointment, and requested him to ap- 
point a commissioner so they could at 
once go to work.

Bankruptcy Law Favored. 

At the night session of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association the committee on 
commercial law reported its conviction 
that the national bankruptcy law is a 
wige remedy. It commended every ef- 
fort to prevent the repeal of this act. 
The committee reported that it had re- 
quested suggestions from prominent 
business men and that one such sug- 
gestion was for the enactment of a 
federal law making exemption under 
the bankruptcy law uniform through- 
Out the United States. The existing 
law preserves the several] state laws, 
with their various intérprétations of 
exemption, making it difficult for cred- 
it men to compute a basis for credit. 

To mitigate the law’s delays, the spe- 
cial committee to suggest remedies, 
and formulate proposed laws, to pre- 
vent delay and unnecessary cost in 
litigation, urged that influence be 
brought to bear to secure the passage 
of the following legislation which is 
already before congress: 

“1. That issues of fact may be found 
specially by a jury, reserving the de- 
cision of questions of law for subse- 
quent consideration by the trial judge 
or by the appellate court, with power 
to order final judgment upon the law 
aan application to the facts by the 
ury. 

“2. That judgment shall be rendered 
upon the merits without regard to 
technical errors that do not affect the 
merits.”

The 
prohibitionists have never before made 
a very flattering showing in elections 
for state officers, but this is the fifst 
real state-wide prohibition campaign 
that has been waged in South Care- 
lina.

While a majority of the members of 
the house of representatives chosen in 
today’s election is conceded to the pro- 
hibitionists, the complexion of the state 
senate is in doubt.

“Neither the city of Atlanta, nor the 
state of Georgia or any other city or 
county government, so far as I am in- 
formed, publishes any such report. As 
to the county board not having to re- 
port to any higher authority, the same 
is true of the city and state govern- 
ments. 

“The county commissioners are | 
eleeted by the people, and are respon- | 
sible to the people, and are charged | 
with the responsibility of handling the | 
affairs of the county, as is the case 
with the mayor and councilmen for 
the city of Atlanta. 

“Our warrants are all drawn against | 
the county treasurer, and his accounts 
are checked against our accounts. We 
do not receive or handle any money. 
Every dollar of the county’s money is 
paid direct to the county treasurer, 
the payment of the county obligations 
are made by warrants drawn by the 
chairman on the treasurer, after the 
bills are O. K.’d by the different heads 
of the several departments, and then 
approved. by special committees. 

“The expenditure of the bulk of the 
county’s funds are fixed by law, and 
over such items we have no control. 

“For instance, if we did not pay the 
judges’ salaries, namely; Judges Roan, 
Pendleton, Ellis, Bell, Reid and Cal- 
houn, or such part thereof as the 
county pays, in each case, they could 
draw their own warrants direct upon 
the county treasurer and he would 
have to pay them. There are a num- 
ber of bailiffs appointed by the judgés, 
and the solicitors whose salaries are 
fixed by law. are paid by the board. |! 


Proportion of Taxes. 


“Some question has been raised con- 
cerning the proportion of the city’s 
taxes being spent in the city. A large 
portion of the taxes derived from the 
county, including the city, is expended 
in the ‘payment of the salaries of the 
judges, fees to the solicitors, ordinary, 
clerk of the court, the sheriff, etc., and 
salaries of the bailiffs, feeding the 
prisoners in the county jail. Ninety 
per cent of the litigation in the courts 
among the aitizens inside the 
city limits.

aye exceptions, they are all citizens of 
Atianta. At the almshouse there are

In addition, the board pays annually a 
good deal of money to the different 
charity institutions where the city’s 
or unfortunate are cared for. As 
to giving out list of owners of prop- 
erty on streets or roads, it would be 
well-nigh impossible and impractica- 
ble to give a list of those names, for 
the si le reason that often we do not 
know, nor is it a matter of concern 
to us who the property owners are; the 
only question being, is the matter one 
of public benefit? 


As to Petitions. 


“These petitions are presented and 
passed on, frequently long before the 
work is done. The property changes 
hands by sales or otherwisg, while the 
work is in progress, and before it is 
started. Frequently petitions are sign- 
ed by citizens not living or owning 
property on the street where the work 
is asked for, and is done as much for 
their benefit or for those who live on 
or own property on the satreet. It would 
be quite expensive to find the names 
of all the property owners (their bonds 
and deeds being frequently not re- 
corded) on any given street or road. At 
the same time the work is being done. 
Even if this were published, it would 
be of little value, for, as is frequently 
the case, only a portion of the work Is 
done, and the force is taken off for 
more pressing work, and a month or a 
year will elapse before the work can 
be completed, then it will be necessary 
to get out another list of owners. if 
such a list or statement is to be pub- 
lished, the question would immediately 
arise in which paper? It might not be 
of much value unless published in all 
three of the papers, as many citizens 
take only one. Is is a well-known fact 
that Superintendent Donaldson is re- 
quired to file a written report at the 
first of each month, showing exactly 
on what streets and roads the work 
was done the preceding month, the 
number of convicts, etc. Any citizen 
interested can at any time during the 
day call at the commissioners’ office 
and see these reports for the month 
or the preceding year; a consolidated 
report is made at the end of each year 
They board has heretofore printea an 
anniial statement, same as ,.the city 
of Atlanta does, which is distributed 
freely to the public.

Grand Jury Reports. 


“It is.a well-known fact that the 
grand jury once a year, examines or 
has a committee to examine the acts 
and accounts of the board of county 
commissioners, the board of education, 
the justice of peace courts, ordinary's 
court, tne county clerk's office, and all 
departments of-the county govern- 
ment. The average number of con- 
victs worked and under contro] of the 
county board is 550. The board never 
has had at one time ‘over 660. The 
statement recentiy made claiming that 
the county ‘had 700 convicts’ was not 
correct. In order to be able to keep 
the citizens better informed as to what 
work was being done and had been 
done, a contract was made for a new 
county map which wll] be completed 
this fall, and will show the number of 
miles of paved road, character of pave- 
ment, the width and length of the road, 
the location of every mile post, the 
name of every property owner, etc, the 
city limits, the location of! school 
houses, churches, factories, railroads, 
street car lines, and other matters of 
general interest. It will also show 
in what parts of the county and where 
the paved roads are located, as well as 
the unpaved roads. In order to be 
able to give out definite information 
as to the amount of grading and pay- 
ing dons each year, the board 
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year employed an engineer to make a 
profile of proposed work before the 


same was done, and then measure-.

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NEED OF CONSERVATION 


IN GEORGIA’S MOUNTAINS 


Dr. W. C. Bryant, of Camp Yonah, 
in Habersham county, was in Atlanta 
yesterday conferring with State En- 
tomologist E. L. Worsham with regard 


to the conservation movement in 
mountainous northeast Georgia. 

Mr. Worsham has:been designated by 
Gifford Pinchot as organizer for con- 
servation in Georgia, and leaves today 
to attend the national conservation 
congress at St. Paul, Minn. 

Dr. Bryant points out that the north- 
east Georgia Blue Ridge controls the 


rainfall and the commercial water 

powers for a tremendous stretch of the 

state watered - by rivers rising in 

Rabun, Habersham and surrounding 

counties. 
Dollars and Cents Side. 

Discussing the practical interest of 
Georgians in the preservation of these 
mountain forests, Dr. Bryant said:

actly what hour he would arrive. 

It seems that Mayor Maddox desires 
to reach the city quietly, and thus 
stop any demonstration that might be 
contemplated on his arrival. It has 
been rumored for several days that a 
plan was on foot to meet him with a 
brass band and a large delegation of 
citizens for the purpose of impressing 
on him that the movement to get him 
to serve as mayor a second term was 
not to be easily put: aside. He was 
notified of this rumor, and this may 
account for his not being definite about 
when he would arrive in the city. 

Mayor Maddox stopped over in Cleve- 
land for the purpose of inspecting the 
system in that city for the disposal of 
sarbage. Cleveland is said to have one 
of the best systems in the country. 

Since leaving Atlanta for his summer 
vacation, Mayor Maddox has given 
much of his time to the investigation 
of the garbage proposition with a view 
of assisting the board of health and 
the bond commission in building a new 
crematory. 

Despite the fact that the mayor has 
wired to friends in the city to discour- 
age any attempt to revive the talk 


about his again running for mayor, the 


movement to bring a strong pressure 
to bear go as to induce him to recon- 
sider his decision of last spring still 
goes on, and it seems probable that 
he will be called upon again to an- 
swer the urgent call that will be made 
on him to give Atlanta his services 
for another two years.

Urges That Georgia Make 
' Plans to Present Its Diversi- 
fied Agricultural Opportuni- 
ties to. Middle Western 
Farmers Seeking New Homes..

What would you do with Georgia if 
you owned the state outright and had 
capital to operate it? General Sher- 
man had a ready answer for a hy- 
pothetical question somewhat similar, 
which bunched Texas and Hades under 
his ownership, but that was years ago. 
Old “War Is Hell’ would reply differ- 
ently were he alive today. 

A native of Houston county who 
came home to die after wandering all 
over the United States, told me this 
several years ago: 

“Georria ought to be run like the 
old-time southern plantation, produc- 
ing everything it consumes and selling 
surplus products for ready money. Bob 


Toombs said that there should be a 
Chinese wall around the state with

Outlets at intervais for cotton, and in- 
lets that would only admit such prod- 
ucts as were impossible of production 
in the commonwealth. In fifty years 
it would be the richest area in the 
world, for I have seen every great 
staple crop of this country produced 
profitably somewhere in Georgia. 

‘ glfaifa in Ante-Bellum Georgia. 

“The west is wild over alfalfa and 
the people there think they discovered 
it, but I hunted foxes before the war 
in sight +f the Redding plantation in 
Schley county, where alfalfa was 
growing and flourishing. 

“If I owned Georgia I would have 
my orchards and pastures, dairies end 
sheepfolds in her mountain region, 
with gras- and cattle on every hill. In 
the foothills that will erode to deso- 
lation under continuovs cultivation, I 
would have more pastures, dairies and 
cattle with rich truck patches to sup- 
ply the markets of the manufacturing 
communitie: which will grow raptily 
into important cities demanding fruits, 
berries, vegetables, chickens and egés. 
Where the hills break into broad levels 
below the fall line would come my cot- 
ton, corn and hay fields, where every 
riding farm implement can be used to 
advantage and the cost of cultivation 
reduced to a minimum. Everywhere 
there would be cattle, sheep and hogs, 
for nowhere in my travels have I seen 
successful agriculture permanently di- 
vorced from live stock husbandry.” 

It occurs to me that there is an 
idea here for the joint owners of Geor- 
gia to consider just at this time, when 
men are waking up to the necessity of 
bringing -in new farming blood, new 
farming capital, new farmers with new 
farming knowledge to handle our sur- 
plus acreage. Individual opinions are 
always of doubtful value, but I am 
presenting herewith a combination of 
the views of many men who have 
studied Georgia from every ‘angle. 

For more than ten years I have been 
in personal touch with industrial 
agents of railroads, the expert investi- 
gators of corporations and with shrewd 
promoters seeking new fields for ex- 
ploitation. I have seen these men

The 
colony idea has been well tried out in 
Georgia in the past, but the Bohemians 
are gone from Wheaton and the pen- 
sioners from Fitzgerald. Some pro- 
moters are dreamers. For instance, I 
have riddet over the lével flats of the 
coastal plain between Brunswick and 
the Ocmulgee with a French per- 
fumer from the Grasse district, who 
went into ecstacies over the advan- 
tages of that region for flower grow- 
ing. soil, climate and rainfall. Later 
in that same year I saw a Swiss go 
into raptures over the beauties and 
riches of the Tallulah region for the 
sorts of husbandry practiced by : his 
people. These were. dreamers, and 
there are no French colonists growing 
flowers in the Wiregrass, and but one 
Swiss in the Tallulah region to my 
knowledge. The colony idea has been 
worked from almost every angle in 
Georgia without doing the state any 
marked good. Fitzgerald was Feally 
made on a colony foundation by na- 
tives of the wiregrass, if one should

The general disturbance of industry | 
and the thousands of dollars forced : 
from tax prayers to pay extra police, | 
sheriffs and militia to protect, even in 
a feeble way, the citizens from the 
mobs of members of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Then you will realize why the great 
peace-loving majority of over 80 million 
Americans protest against the growth 
of this crime-tainted organization com- 
prising perhaps one and one-half million 
men, of which it is estimated at least 
seven-tenths are peace-loving citizens 
and are members by coercion and are 


who have gained control and force their 
methods. 

We find that a few designing men 
have seized.control of the American 
Federation of Labor, just as some 
shrewd capitalists have secured control 
of some railroads and other interests 
and are now twisting and turning them 
into machines for personal profit and 
fame. 

These men cunningly plan to force 
workmen to join and pay 25 to 75 cents 
a month in fees. 

Various methods are used 
duce’’ workmen to join. 

First, they talk of the ‘‘tyranny of 
eapital’’ making slaves of workmen. 

Then they work up enthusiasm about 
the ‘‘brotherhood of man’’ and other 
talk which experience has shown ex- 
cites the emotions of workmen and they 
are induced to ‘‘join’’ and pay fees to 
the leaders. 

The 5,000 workmen in Battle Creek 
are, as a rule, free from the dictates of 
the great Labor Trust and still get the 
highest wages in Michigan. If they had 
yielded to the smooth talk of the agents 
of the trust and joined, they would pay 
in fees from $1,250.00 to $2,000 a month 
to the big trust and be subjeet to strike 
orders any timé. 

Now they save that and put the mon- 
ey into homes and family comforts.. 

But the managers of the American 
Federation of Labor have worked hard! 
and long to harness them. 

The trust has sent small bales of | 
money and last winter 18 ‘‘ organizers’? | 
to tie up Battle Creek. They hired: 
halls, gave picture shows, smokers, etc., | 
as an investment, looking -to rich re- 
turns when they succeeded in having 
them tied hand and foot. 

But they failed and the last. of these 


‘‘organizers’’ left Battle Creek on Mav 
Ist saying ‘‘it’s no use.’’ 

The workmen knew the record of this 
great trust and formed their own asso- 
ciation to protect their rights and also 
to protect them from the big Labor 
Trust. 

In Philadelphia some 4,000 independ- 
ent street car men, who mainly had 
families, had their own union and re- 
fused to join the big trust, preferring 
to be free to work or not as they pleas- 
ed. 

But the trust planned to force them 
into the fee-paying ranks, 80 a strike 
was ordered to compel the traction 
company to kick out these men and hire 
only Labor Trust members. 

It Was not a question of wages or 
hours but to push the free men out of 
their positions where they were earn- 
ing good money to support their fami- 
lies. Thé strike was ordered, not to 
raise wages or reduce hours, remem- 
ber, but solely to throw out members 
of an independent union and make 
places only for Labor Trust members, 
and thus show the independent men 
they could not earn a living unless they 
first paid fees to the trust managers. 

Incidentally the people of Philadel- 
phia must submit to no ¢ar service, 
rioting and bloodshed with millions in 
losses while these fee-hunting, notori- 
ety-seeking trust leaders were teaching 
the world that industry cannot be car- 
ried on except by workmen who first

The Labor Trust men go further and 
slug the independent man if he tries to 
sell his labor without paying fees and 
They are both 
exactly alike in purpose; which, in both 
cases is entirely selfish to gain power 
and money for the leaders. : 

Certain Labor Trust members do not 
hesitate to use violence, dynamiting of 
property, burning homes of independent 
men and even murder to foree obedi-~ 
ence. 

The Oil Company doesn’t go so far. 

Both are extremely dangerous to the 
welfare of people and communities, for 
power placed in the hands of a few men 
either representing Capital or Labor-is 
almost always abused andthe public 
suffers. 

Remember reader-that vour safety 
lies in strenuous opposition to all trusts 
which try to ride over and dictate to 
the people. 

Only by opposing their growth can 
you retain your personal liberty. 

Now to ministers. 

The average congregation is made up 
of about 90 per cent of free citizens and 
much less than 10 per cent of members 
of the Labor Trust.

Aa a@ meeting held in the offices of 
the Hillyer Investment Company, 1113 
Candler building, yesterday afternoon, 
at 3 o'clock, the Hillyer Trust Com- 
pany, an outgrowth and enlargement 
of the investment company, was for- 
mally organized by its stockholders,

The new company is the 
second corporation to be organized un- 
der the regular trust company act of 
1898, a law which provides for the 
broadest powers and for a charter 
which is issued by the secretary of 
state instead of by the superior court. 

The capital stock of the company is 
$250,000, all of which has. been placed 
at $120 per share, making the capital 
and surplus $300,000 at the start. This 
stock is widely distributed among 
some of the wealthiest business men 
of Atlanta.

New ‘York, August 30.—Large ten- 
ders of August, aggregating over 30,- 
060 bales, proved that the uncovered 
short interest Was not as large as 
thought. With the August corner a 
matter of histery, the market fell un- 
der the influence of the new crop. Early 
in the day the report that the trade | 
behind the bulls would carry on their 
campaign into September caused a 
shat’p advance, until a level was reach- 
ed at which cotton was sold against 
offerings at Houston for shipment here 
for delivery. A running decline fol- 
lowed, with a loss of 20 points on Sep- 
tember. One of the incidents of the 
August delivery .was the arrival of a 
special train from Boston with a thou- 
sand bales’ from one of the New Eng- 
land mills. The close was barely 
steady withthe buyers of the morning 
selling freely. 


A survey of the outlook for the com- 
ing season is the dominant thought in 
the minds of the cotton merchants in 
the closing days of August. Certain 
factors are always present as the re- 
sult of the yleld and-consumption of 
the preceding year, as represented by | 
the visible and invisible supplies, their 
distribution, together with supposed 
supply of cotton yarns and cloth. It | 
is difficult to judge of the last, as 
the manufgcturers, while eager to dis- 
the statistics of the amount of 
cotton in sight, do not any longer issue 
@ statement as to the production or 
stock of that staple cotton Cloth known 
es print cloths. In a general way, 
however, it is known that despite the 
curtailment of the preduction durin 
the past season, there remains a stoc 
of cotton yarns and cotton goods 
which cannot be sold for forward de- 
livery at a price based on that of the 
forward deliveries of cotton. Just why 
this should be is quite an enigma to 
the cotten trade, in view of the advance 
in the price of the raw material dur- 
a, the past eighteen months. .
